Tbe piper plays under bar 
window every morning at 8 ; she haa 
orcaklsmted and is out of doors at 10, 
from which hour she spends till noon in 
walking, and occasionally visiting at the 
cottages in tbe vicinity of tbe castle ;

made, but because it is regarded as 
very important that Ibe President pro 
tern of the senate be elected tbat an, 
officer in the linn of Presidential sue- 
eesaioD may be provided, there being 
DO president of the senate and no speak- 
er of the house. 


There is no official now existing to 


saceeed to the Presidency in case any 
thine should hsppen to President Ar- 
thur? Senstor Ingalls says: "The peo- 
ple of the country will naturally feel 
sniioae until an official is elected wbo 
will be entitled to tbe Presidency in 
the event of the death of President 
Arthur, snd that the people will de- 
mand that this office be filled without 
tbe loss of tune." 


Senator Ingalls ssys that only one 


human life, that of President Arthur, 
stands between tbe government and 
legal anarchy, and that this condition 
or'affairs should not be permitted to 
last any longer than it can be remedied. 
He doen not fear any danger to the gov- 
ernment should it unfortunately be left 
without a head for a time, but he says 
all the people of the country will feel 
relieved when there is no longer any 
danger ol such occurrenee.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The war 


department will to-morrow issue an or- 
der that every military post, statifn and 
arsenal shall go into mourning for thir- 
ty days, and that all the expenses of 
tbe usual mourning observance* will be 
paid by tbe government; that General 
Sherman will have eharpe of the gener- 
al conduct of tbe President's funeral, 
and all matters relating thereto; that a 
schedule will be prepared and published 
giving the date of the funeral, the hour 
that tbe remains and cortege will leave 
Washington, and tbe time ot arrival at 
each station ea mate to Cleveland, and 
the preeise moment that each stop will 
be made en route; that all fligs shall 
be put at half mast and kept there for 
thirty days; that a salute of thirteen 
guns shall bt fired at sundown eseh day 
lor thirty Jays, and during the day at 
intervals of half an hoar, one gun trom 
the rise to the setting of tbe sun; and 
at the close of every day a national 
salute of 
thirty-eight guns. Army 


officer* nliull all wear mourning for six 
months. 


Another order will be issued from 


tbe war department to-morrow, announc- 
ing to tbe army the death ol the Presi- 
dent, and that Vice-Preeident Arthur 
has been sworn io according to law, and 
is now President and commander in- 
chief of the army. 


The President's remains,accompanied 


by his family, the cabinet, friends and 
escort will reach ben to-morrow morn- 
ing. Tbe details are not accurately 
known here, but it is supposed tbe body 
will be laid in state at the capitol. Tbe 
rotunda of the cajjitol has been draped 
iu mourning and a catafalque is being 
constructed. Also, as it is not known 
precisely what will be done, the white 
house is also being prepared for the re- 
ception of tbr remains. Tbe chande- 
liers have been removed from the east 
room and a catafalque is being erected 
in there so that if it is intended to lay 
the remains in state at tbe white house 
everything will be in readiness.

suffer as he did. Guiteau did not ap- 
pear so nervous and alarmed as I sup- 
posed he would when the news was bro- 
ken to him, arid I do not tfiink he knew 
the president was dead until I so in- 
formed him—at least he said he did 
nor. He does not manifest any increas- 
ed fear this norning, bat he bis been 
in constant dread all along tbat he 
would be dealt with bv a mob, and he 
earnestly prays that we will protect 
him. 


After 2 o'clock Ibis morning a crowd 


of forty or fifty colored men collected 
near the jail, but it was entirely ont of 
curiosity and not moaning mischief.

postmortem examination ol Uw.body 
of Preiident Garfield WM Jostle this 
afternoon in the presence and tks assis- 
tance of Hamilton, Agnew, Bliss,BarneB, 
Woodward and Reybnrn, Andrew H. 
Smith, of Elberon, and acting Assistant 
Surgeon D. S. Lamb, of the Army Med- 
ical Museum, Washington. The opera- 
tion was performed by Lamb. It was 
found that the bail, after fracturing the 
eleventh rib, bad passed through the 
ipinal column in front of tbe spinal ca- 
nal, fracturing tbe body of the first lum- 
bar vertebrae, driving a number of small 
fragments of bone into the adjacent soft 
parts, and lodging just below the pan- 
creas, about 2i inches left of the spine, 
and behind the pentonium,where it had 
become completely encysted. The im- 
mediate cause of death was secondary 
hemorrhage Iron one of the mesenteric 
arteries adjoining the track of the ball. 
The blood ruptured Ithe peritosum and 
nearly a pint eacaped into the abdomi- 
nal cavity. An abscess cavity,six inches 
by four in dimensions, was found near 
the gall bladder, between tbe liver and 
the transverse colon.which were strong- 
ly interadherent. 


A long suppuration channel extended 


from the external wound between the 
loin and muscles and the right kidney 
almost to the right groin. This chan- 
nel, now known to be dne to the bur- 
rowing of pus from the wound, was 
supposed during life to have been the 
track of the Lall. Oa examination of 
the chest organs evidences of severe 
bronchitis were found on bath sides, 
with brooho pneumonia of tbe lower 
portion of the right lung, and it is 
thought to a much leu extent of the 
left Inng. The lungs contained no ab- 
scesses and the heart no dote. 


The liver was enlarged and fatty, bat 


free from abscesses, nor were any found 
in the other organs, except the lelt 
kidney, which contained near iu surface 
a small abaness about one-third of M 
inch in diameter.
